President  David  O.  McKay  observed  his  86th 
birthday  on  September  8,  1959.  The  event  was 
marked  by  a  small  gathering  of  members  of  the 
family  and  close  friends  and  associates  of  the 
President.  A  large  number  of  messages  of  good 
will  and  expressions  of  love  and  respect  was  re- 
ceived from  friends,  admirers  and  devoted 
members  of  the  Church  in  the  States  and  many 
foreign  lands  into  which  his  extensive  travels  have 
taken  him  especially  in  the  last  decade. 

In  his  early  teens  President  McKay  memorized 
a  passage  from  the  Old  Testament  which  read. 
"And  what  doth  the  Lord  require  of  thee,  but  to 
do  justly  and  to  love  mercy,  and  to  walk  humbly 
with  thy  God." 

The  message  of  this  statement  from  Micah 
found  lodgment  in  his  youthful  heart  and  helped 
to  mold  the  life  of  the  beloved  leader  and  latter- 
day  Prophet.

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THE  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  as 
summarized  in  what  is  called 
the  Sermon  on  the  Mount  has  been 
the  subject  for  numerous  gospel  dis- 
courses. Men  have  not  always 
agreed  on  the  interpretation  and  as 
a  result  much  of  the  significance  of 
this  great  sermon  has  been  lost.  The 
first  beatitude  is  perhaps  the  least 
understood  of  all.  It  reads : 

"Blessed  are  the  poor  in  spirit 
for  theirs  is  the  kingdom  of 
heaven."  (Matt.   5:3.) 


This  gives  us  new  light  and  added 
meaning  to  this  beatitude. 

The  "poor  in  .Spirit"  are  not  re- 
warded or  blessed  because  of  their 
present  condition,  but  the  promise 
is  given  that  they  will  be  blessed  if 
they  humble  themselves  and  repent 
and  accept  the  teachings  of  Jesus 
Christ. 

The  author  of  one  of  our  Sunday 
School  manuals  in  discussing  this 
same  subject  suggests  as  a  modern 
interpretation   and   rendition: 


Blessed  are  the  Poor  in  Spirit 


"The  poor  in  spirit"  in  other  than 
Bible  literature  unquestionably  ap- 
plies to  the  person  who  has  lost 
courage  and  hope.  Certainly  the 
Saviour  did  not  have  in  mind  that 
spiritually  impoverished  individuals 
would  make  up  the  inhabitants  of 
His  Kingdom.  What  then  is  the 
meaning? 

The  Book  of  Mormon  gives  us 
the  answer  in  the  account  of  the 
Saviour's  visit  to  the  Nephites  and 
as  an  introduction  to  this  same 
sermon  recorded  in  Matthew,  Jesus 
said: 

"And  again  more  blessed  are  they 
who  shall  believe  in  your  words 
because  that  ye  shall  testify  that  ye 
have  seen  me,  and  that  ye  know 
that  I  am.  Yea,  blessed  are  they 
who  shall  believe  in  your  words, 
and  come  down  into  the  depths  of 
humility  and  be  baptized,  for  they 
shall  be  visited  with  fire  and  with 
the  Holy  Ghost,  and  shall  receive  a 
remission  of  their  sins. 

Yea,  blessed  are  the  poor  in 
spirit  who  come  unto  me,  for  theirs 
is  the  kingdom  of  heaven."  (3  Nephi 
12:2-3.) 


"Blessed  are  the  teachable  in 
things  of  the  Spirit." 

J.  Edgar  Goodspeed  although 
not  a  member  of  the  Mormon 
Church  has  given  food  for  thought 
in  these  words: 

"Blessed  are  those  that  feel  their 
spiritual  need,  for  the  Kingdom  of 
Heaven  belongs  to  them." 

The  qualities  of  character  here 
desired  are  just  the  opposite  to  the 
conceited,  the  boastful,  the  self 
righteous.  They  are  the  humble, 
the  teachable,  those  eager  to  learn. 

"The  Kingdom  of  Heaven  pro- 
mised, seems  to  refer  to  a  life  con- 
taining a  fulness  of  beauty,  truth 
and  goodness." 

Our  interpretation  of  the  King- 
dom of  Heaven  is  "The  Celestial 
Kingdom".  The  state  of  this  king- 
dom is  well  described  by  Mr.  Good- 
speed. 

What  then  does  this  message  hold 
for  us — members,  friends,  and  in- 
vestigators of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints?  We 
would  do  well  to  examine  our  lives 
in  light  of  this  teaching.  Are  we 
among  those  who  are  poor  in  spirit 
or  in  other  words,  are  we  humble 
and  teachable?  Are  we  willing  to 
"come  unto  Christ"  through  the 
channels  He  has  prescribed:  "Faith, 
repentance,  baptism,  and  the  lay- 
ing on  of  hands  for  the  gift  of  the 
Holy  Ghost?"  Then  after  receiving 
of  these  principles  and  ordinances 
do  we  still  feel  a  "spiritual  need," 
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and  seek  for  continuous  instruction 
"in  things  of  the  spirit"?  We  quote 
again  from  the  Sunday  School 
manual: 

"Jesus  designates  the  spirit  of  the 
little  child  as  a  true  symbol  of 
teachableness.  'Verily  I  say  unto 
you,  Except  ye  be  converted  and 
become  as  little  children,  ye  shall 
not  enter  into  the  Kingdom  of 
Heaven.  Whosoever,  therefore,  shall 
humble  himself  as  the  little  child, 
the  same  is  the  greatest  in  the  King- 
dom of  Heaven.' " 

There  are  many  among  us  who 
are  "poor  in  spirit"  but  for  some 
reason  have  not  taken  the  steps 
necessary  for  membership  in  the 
Kingdom  of  Heaven.  To  these  fine 
people  1  would  like  to  direct  a  few 
remarks. 

Fundamental  to  all  progression  in 
life  is  "faith".  This  principle  is 
closely  associated  with  the  beati- 
tudes, for  without  a  living,  active 
faith  these  virtues  the  Saviour  has 
prescribed  could  not  be  attained. 
Alma,  a  great  Book  of  Mormon 
prophet  gives  us  the  steps:  1.  desire 
to  believe;  2.  belief;  3.  faith; 
4.  knowledge.  Most  of  you,  my 
friends,  have  taken  these  steps  and 
there  remains  only  a  final  step  which 
the  Master  designated  "a  rebirth". 

These  are  His  words  to  Nico- 
demus: 

"Except  a  man  be  born  again,  he 
cannot  see  the  Kingdom  of  God." 
(John  3:3.) 


The  Saviour  made  this  clear  to 
Nicodemus : 

"Except  a  man  be  born  of  water 
and  of  the  Spirit,  he  cannot  enter 
into  the  kingdom  of  God."  (John 
3:5.) 

The  Kingdom  of  God  and  the 
Kingdom  of  Heaven  are  synony- 
mous terms.  Matthew  frequently 
substitutes  the  word  "Heaven"  for 
"God"  following  a  Jewish  custom 
to  avoid  the  frequent  or  common 
use  of  God. 

I  have  endeavoured  to  point  out 
the  relationship  of  this  beatitude  to 
the  teaching  of  the  Master  "that 
there  is  only  one  gateway  into  the 
Kingdom". 

It  is  not  enough  to  listen  and  be 
taught,  it  is  not  enough  to  be 
humble,  for  unless  we  "come  unto 
Christ"  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven  will 
pass  us  by  and  we  will  be  in  very 
deed  "poor  in  Spirit"  or  among 
those  who  have  lost  courage  and 
hope.

To  be  born  again  is  more  than  an 
attitude  of  mind,  it  implies  a  fulfill- 
ment of  faith,  a  complete  surrender 
to  the  will  of  God,  symbolised  by 
baptism  and  the  laying  of  hands  for 
the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

Yes,  there  is  a  lot  of  meaning  in 
this  beatitude  and  I  would  plead 
with  you,  my  brothers  and  sisters 
and  friends,  to  consider  in  all 
seriousness  your  status  in  life  as  it 
applies  to  the  Saviour's  great 
sermon.

We 
may  if  we  choose  be  among  those 
to  whom  the  promise  is  given  and 
I  repeat: 

"Yea,  blessed  are  the  poor  in 
spirit  who  come  unto  me,  for  theirs 
is  the  kingdom  of  heaven." 
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""VHh  heavens  declare  the  glory 
of  God;  and  the  firtuanent 
sheweth  his  handywork.  Day  unto 
day  uttereth  speech,  and  night  unto 
night  sheweth  knowledge.  There  is 
no  speech  nor  language,  where  their 
voice  is  not  heard."  (Psalms  19:1-3.) 
How  gloriously  true  are  these 
words!  The  magnificence  of  the 
heavens  and  the  beauty  of  our 
earth  do  indeed  bear  evidence  of 
the  Glory  of  God.  What  a  lovely 
way  of  saying  that,  no  matter  where 
we  are  or  what  our  language,  the 
very  days  and  nights  speak  to  us  of 
God. 


poets,  musicians  are  able  to  create 
beautiful  things  and  they  can,  and 
some  do,  dedicate  these  creations 
to  God.

everyone    of    us    has    the    power    to 
of  it  something   beautiful. 

Most  religions  today  teach  that 
man  is  corrupt,  that  his  desire  is 
continually  for  evil  and  that  it  is 
only  through  grace  that  he  does 
good.  We  know  that  through  the 
fall,  Adam  brought  mortality  upon 
us  and  that  mankind  became  sub- 
ject to  the  temptations  of  the  Devil, 
and  that  we  often  desire  to  do 
things  which  we  know  to  be  wrong 
through  temptation.

for  us,  His  children,  is  to  live  in  a 
radiant  light  to  which  no  darkness 
ever  comes,  and  to  possess  a  power 
over  all  the  circumstances  of  life 
which  is   unconquerable. 

Virtue:  This  is  one  of  the  most 
beautiful  qualities  a  man  or  woman 
can  possess,  and  is  indeed  it's  own 
reward.  "Let  virtue  garnish  thy 
thoughts  unceasingly,  then  shall  thy 
confidence  wax  strong  in  the 
presence  of  God."  What  a  glorious 
promise!  If  not  only  our  actions 
but  our  thoughts  which  are  as  well 
known  to  the  Father,  as  our  deeds

Covenents  we  have  these  words  of 
the  Lord  spoken  through  the 
Prophet  Joseph  Smith  to  all  who 
desire  to  serve  Him : 

"Remember  faith,  virtue,  know- 
ledge, temperance,  patience,  brother- 
ly kindness,  godliness,  charity, 
humility,  diligence.  Ask  and  ye  shall 
receive;  Knock  and  it  shall  be 
opened  unto  you." 

I  believe  that  anyone  who  incor- 
porates all  those  qualities  into  his 
life,  will  truly  have  built  a  character 
with  all  the  "beauty  of  holiness." 
Consider  for  a  moment  how  vital 
each  would  be  to  a  pure  and 
beautiful   life : 

Faith:  The  most  beautiful  lives 
in  the  long  chronical  of  humanity 
have  been  governed  by  faith  in 
God.  This  is  because  true  faith  in 
God  and  His  purpose  for  us  brings 
to  one  not  only  peace  and  serenity 
but  also  joy  and  strength.  Really  to 
believe  in  God,  really  love  Him, 
really  to  believe  in  His  great  Plan 


ous,  then  our  confidence  will  be 
strong  in  the  presence  of  God. 

Knowledge:  The  very  purpose  of 
our  coming  to  earth  is  to  acquire 
a  knowledge  of  good  and  evil  and  a 
positive  righteousness  by  resisting 
evil.  The  knowledge  we  have 
acquired  is  something  no  one  can 
ever  take  from  us.  Not  even  death 
can  destroy  it,  but  we  are  promised 
that  whatever  degree  of  intelligence 
we  die  with,  it  will  rise  with  us  in 
the  resurrection. 

Temperence:  Paul  said:  "Know 
ye  not  that  ye  are  the  temple  of 
God  and  that  the  Spirit  of  God 
dwelleth  in  you."  We  should 
remember  always  that  our  bodies 
are  the  temples  of  God  and,  there- 
fore, keep  them  clean  and  pure  and 
in  every  way  fit  to  house  the  Spirit 
of  God.  This  we  can  do  by  being 
temperate  in  all  things,  by  obeying 
the  spirit  of  the  Word  of  Wisdom 
as  well  as  the  letter  of  it. 

Patience:  This  is  not  a  passive 
thing !  Nothing  about  the  Gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ  is  passive.  The  Gospel 
is  "the  power  of  God  unto  Salva- 
tion" and  patience  and  the  other 
virtues  are  powerful.  The  Lord  told 
his  disciples  "Blessed  are  ye  when 
men  shall  revile  you  and  persecute 
you  and  say  all  manner  of  evil 
against  you  falsely  for  my  sake. 
Rejoice  and  be  exceeding  glad  for

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DID  you  know  that  there  is  an 
answer  to  every  question  or 
problem  which  might  arise  in  con- 
nection with  any  particular  teaching 
or  principle  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ?  We  who  are  privileged  to 
be  partakers  and  bearers  of  the 
Gospel,  should  always  remember 
that  there  is  most  definately  an 
answer  and  that  the  answer  will 
dispel  all  doubt  from  our  minds  in 
connection  with  any  gospel  problem.

make  sense  at  all — how  could  we

the  beautiful  blessing  and  promise 
that  Jacob  pronounced  upon  his 
son  Judah.  (Genesis  49  :  8-12) 
There  is  one  verse  in  particular 
which  is  outstanding — "The  sceptre 
shall  not  depart  from  Judah,  nor  a 
lawgiver  from  between  his  feet,  un- 
til Shiloh  come;  and  unto  him  shall 
the  gathering  of  the  people  be."  In 
this  verse  "Shiloh"  has  reference  to 
the  Messiah. 

Judah  was  given  the  promise  that 
the  Messiah  would  come  through 
his  seed.  The  Jewish  people  looked 
upon  this  event  with  great  anticipa- 
tion. What  an  eventful  day  it  would 
be  when  their  Deliverer  would 
come.  He  would  free  them  of  their 
suffering  and  oppressors  and  be 
their  King! 

In  the  little  town  of  Bethlehem  of 
Judea  the  Messiah  was  born;  a 
prophecy  was  fulfilled  (Mica  5  :  2). 
To  the  Christian  world  and  espe- 
cially to  us  as  Latter-day  Saints  the 
birth  of  Christ  marked  a  fulfillment 
of  one  on  the  divine  plans  of  our 
Heavenly  Father.  The  significance 
of  this  event  however  was  and  is 
not  looked  upon  by  all  in  the  same 
light.    I    have    in    mind    our  Jewish 


brethren.  The  question  then  comes 
to  mind,  why  didn't  the  Jewish 
people  accept  Christ  as  their  de- 
liverer and  King? 

The  man  called  Jesus  of 
Nazareth,  a  Jew,  claimed  to  be  the 
Messiah.  He  claimed  to  be  the  God 
of  their  Fathers,  the  Redeemer  of 
Israel,  the  God  whom  Moses  saw. 
He  was  a  mortal  of  humble  birth, 
raised  up  in  the  home  of  a  carpen- 
ter, and  yet  profesed  to  be  the 
Savior  of  mankind  and  the  Son  of 
God.  To  the  Jewish  people  it  was 
blasphemy  in  their  eyes.  Here  was  a 


man  probably  brought  up  in  more 
humble  surroundings  than  them- 
selves yet  claiming  to  be  their  King. 
Besides  all  this,  He  was  a  Nazarene, 
a  people  frowned  upon  by  the  Jews. 
The  birth  and  life  of  Christ  was 
exactly  opposite  to  the  way  they  be- 
lieved He  would  come.  They 
expected  His  coming  to  be  great 
and  glorious.  In  our  eyes,  it  was; 
but  to  them,  they  expected  more. 
They  could  not  see  how  the  great 
Jehovah,  the  creator  of  this  earth, 
whom  they  worshipped  could  be 
Jesus  Christ.  At  the  time  of  the 
Messiah's  birth,  the  religion  of  the 
Jews  had  been  corrupted  by  the 
traditions  of  the  people.  There  were 
many  religious  sects  among  the 
people,  the  Pharisees  and  Sadducees 
being  the  most  outstanding.  They 
and  their  forefathers  rejected  the 
teachings  of  the  prophets.  Because 
of  this,  many  truths  concerning  the 
God  of  Israel  were  changed.  Their 
concept  and  teaching  of  God  was 
drastically  construed.  Thev  believed 
God  was  all  powerful,  and  yet  with- 
out form  or  shape.

Without  baptism  and  the  gift  of 
the  Holy  Ghost,  which  is  symbol- 
ized by  the  birth  of  the  water  and 
of  the  Spirit,  no  man  can  enter  into 
the  Celestial  Kingdom.  (John  3  :  5) 
We  cannot  have  life  eternal  with 
God  and  Christ  except  being  born 
of  the  water  and  of  the  Spirit.  Our 
purpose  and  mission  here  in  this  life 
is  to  gain  eternal  life.  We  are  not 
interested  in  gaining  the  telestial  or 
terrestrial  kingdoms,  but  only  the 
celestial  kingdom. 

How  do  we  know  whether  we  are 
saved  in  the  celestial  kingdom,  or 
not?

God  the  Eternal  Father,  Jesus 
Christ,  and  the  Holy  Ghost  form 
the  Godhead  or  the  Great  Grand 
Presidency  of  Heaven  as  seperate 
and  distinct  personages.  The  Holy 
Ghost  does  not  possess  a  glorified 
and  perfected  body  of  flesh  and 
bones  as  does  the  Father  and  the 
Son,  but  is  only  an  exalted  male 
personage  of  Spirit,  in  the  same 
shape,  form,  and  image  of  man. 

To  the  Holy  Ghost  is  given  a 
special  assignment  and  mission  to 
fulfill.  In  this  Supreme  Council  in 
Heaven  he  acts  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion and  direction  of  the  Father  and 
and  the  Son,  and  carries  out  every 
command  which  has  been  decreed 
and  confirmed  bv  our  Father  in  the 
name  of  Jesus  Christ.  Although  his 
Spirit  body  is  confined  to  one  place 
at  a  time  his  influence  can  be  felt 
everywhere  present.  To  him  is 
given  full  control  over  the  power  of 
the  Holy  Priesthood,  by  which  he 
acts  and  administers.  All  keys, 
powers,  rights  and  dominions  are 
given  to  him  for  his  special  mission. 
Here  we  obtain  just  a  glimpse  of 
the  power,  majesty,  glory  and  eter- 
nal nature  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and 
the  greatnes  of  his  mission.  It  is 
good  to  know  something  about  the 
personality  and  attributes  of  the 
Holy  Ghost,  but  better  to  know  his 


that  no  one  knows  whether  he  is  an 
heir  of  the  celestial  kingdom.  "The 
more  sure  word  of  prophecy  means 
a  man's  knowing  that  he  is  sealed 
up  unto  eternal  life  by  revelation 
and  the  Spirit  of  prophecy,  through 
the  power  of  the  Holy  Priesthood." 
(D.  &  C.  131  :  5)  So  the  Holy 
Ghost  is  a  revelator  and  has  the 
power  to  seal  you  up  unto  eternal 
life  which  is  his  supreme  function. 

The  Holy  Ghost  reveals  the  mys- 
teries of  God,  which  are  no 
mysteries  at  all  except  to  those  who 
do  not  understand  these  things. 
Seeing  that  he  is  a  revelator,  it 
follows  that  he  will  also  be  a 
teacher.  That  is  why  holy  men  of 
God  were  sent  forth  not  to  be 
taught,  but  to  teach  the  children  of 
men  the  things  which  the  Lord  hath 
put  into  their  hands  by  the  power 
of  his  Spirit.  Here  is  the  key  and 
secret  to  their  power,  "And  ye  shall 
be  taught  from  on  high.  Sanctify 
yourselves  and  ye  shall  be  endowed 
with  power,  that  ye  may  give  even 
as  I  have  spoken."  (D.  &  C.  43  : 
15-16.) 

By  sanctifying  ourselves,  we  open 
the  channels  through  which  the 
Holy  Ghost  may  operate  in  our 
lives.  Some  of  these  channels  are  as 
follows :  He  shall  teach  you  of  all

QUESTION: 

ARE  there  advancements  in  the 
Priesthood  in  the  life  here- 
after? In  other  words,  when  work 
is  being1  done  for  the  dead,  may  a 
male  member  who  is  baptized  by 
proxy,  if  worthy,  receive  the  Priest- 
hood and  progress  as  we  do  here? 
ANSWER: 

It  is  my  understanding  that  the 
Priesthood  is  necessary  in  the 
spirit  world.  I  have  reference  to 
the  Melchizedek  Priesthood,  as  I 
am  sure  you  understand  the 
Aaronic  Priesthood  is  for  the  pur- 
pose of  administering  in  temporal 
affairs.  When  work  is  done  in  the 
Temple  for  the  dead  all  male 
members  who  are  of  age  have  the 


Melchizedek  Priesthood  conferred 
upon  them  by  proxy.  They  are 
ordained  Elders  and  certainly  there 
is  advancement  for  them,  not 
particularly  from  Elder  to  Seventy 
to  High  Priest  as  in  mortality,  but 
rather  in  other  lines  of  endeavour. 
I  am  sure  you  understand  that  an 
Elder  in  the  Melchizedek  Priest- 
hood holds  the  same  authority  and 
as  much  power  as  does  a  Seventy 
or  High  Priest.  The  only  difference 
is  that  a  Seventy  and  High  Priest 
have  special  callings  or  assign- 
ments. The  Priesthood  is  the  same, 
and  as  far  as  I  know  the  Lord  has 
never  revealed  whether  these 
offices  are  necessary  in  the  life 
hereafter.

truth — He  shall  bring  all  things  to 
your  rememberance — He  shall  testi- 
fy of  the  Father  and  the  Son,  and 
be  a  witness  for  Christ — He  will  be 
your  personal  Comforter,  that  your 
joy  may  be  full,  and  also  seal  you 
his  own. 

Why  is  it  that  we  doubt  the 
powers  and  gifts  of  the  Spirit?  Why 
is  it  that  we  cannot  tap  the  sources 
of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  the  answer 
is  because  we  have  not  sanctified 
ourselves  sufficiently.  When  God 
speaks  through  his  inspired  prophets 
and  leaders  like  our  Mission  Presi- 
dent, we  doubt  their  words  and 
regard  it  as  a  thing  of  naught 
through  pride,  envy,  strife,  unbelief 
and  secret  sin.  Doubt  is  a  powerful 
tool  of  the  devil  and  is  the  opposite 
of  faith  which  is  the  substance  of 
things  hoped  for  and  the  evidence 
of  things  not  seen. 

We  ask  God  many  times  for 
revelations  and  we  receive  revela- 
tions, but  with  doubtful  heart  be- 
cause of  the  lack  of  faith.  The 
stronger  our  faith  the  closer  we  feel 


the  influence  and  powers  of  the 
Holy  Ghost.  The  Holy  Ghost  works 
according  to  your  faith  and  repent- 
ance. Ask  yourself:  "How  close  do 
I  live  up  to  the  level  of  the  Holy 
Ghost?"  You  had  better  do  some- 
thing about  it  if  you  feel  that  you 
have  not  made  the  grade. 

If  we  keep  the  commandments  of 
God  we  have  this  sure  promise : 
"Eye  hath  not  seen,  nor  ear  heard, 
neither  have  entered  into  the  heart 
of  man,  the  things  which  God  hath 
prepared  for  them  that  love  him. 
But  God  hath  revealed  it  unto  us  by 
his  Spirit,  for  the  Spirit  searcheth 
all  things,  yea,  the  deep  things  of 
God.  For  what  man  knoweth  the 
things  of  a  man,  save  the  spirit  of 
man  which  is  in  him?  even  so  the 
things  of  God  knoweth  no  man,  but 
the  Spirit  of  God."  (1  Cor.  2  :  9-11) 

Therefore  despise  not  prophecies 
and  quench  not  the  Spirit  for  the 
gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost  is  the  great- 
est gift  of  God  to  man  in  this  life. 
We  as  Latter-day  Saints  have  this 
gift. 
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AT  the  beginning  of  each  new 
year  it  is  the  custom  to  make 
"resolutions"  for  the  coming  year. 
These  resolutions  usually  consist 
of  changes  we  are  going  to  make 
in  our  daily  lives  and  goals  that 
we  want  to  reach.

We  have  less 
Branches  reporting  and  less  active 
girls  than  any  Mission  in  the 
Church.  This  is  a  startling  fact. 
Obviously  the  first  trouble  lies 
with  the  Secretaries  of  the 
Branches.  Last  month  only  5 
reports  were  sent  in  out  of  12 
organized  M.I.A.'s.  This  is  not  a 
good  sign.  We  cannot  impress 
upon  you  enough  the  importance  of 
these  reports.  Secretaries— do  not 
fail  to  send  in  your  reports 
promptly  each  and  every  month. 
Let  us  try  and  get  the  South 
African  Mission  where  it  should  be 
on   the   Church   comparative  lists. 

All  girls  of  the  M;ssion  12  to 
19  should    note   that   the    require- 


ments for  an  individual  award 
should  be  filled  from  April  1st  to 
March  31st  each  year.  This  time- 
has  been  selected  so  that  this 
program  will  coincide  with  the 
Aaronic  Priesthood  Individual 
Award  Programme  and  the  M.I.A. 
Calendar  year.  All  applications 
for  this  award  should  be  sent  to 
Mission  Office  by  the  Branch 
M.I.A.  President  four  weeks  pre- 
vious to  the  M.I.A.  Convention 
which  will  be  held  during  the 
Easter  weekend.  This  will  enable 
us  to  present  the  girls  with  their 
Awards  at  the  Convention. 

It  is  the  sincere  hope  of  the 
Mission  Supervisors  that  the  new 
Leadership  programme  that  has 
been  introduced  throughout  the 
Mission  will  be  given  serious, 
prayerful  consideration.

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IN  making  out  the  Monthly 
Reports  for  the  Mission  Sunday 
School  I  find  that  there  are  many 
errors  being  made  by  the  Branch 
Secretaries.  These  reports  must  be 
accurate  to  be  of  any  value. 
Would  the  Sunday  School  Super- 
intendents please  see  that  when 
these  reports  are  handed  to  you 
for  your  approval  and  signature 
that  you  check  them  and  see  that 
they  are  filled  in  correctly  and  com- 
pletely? The  roll  books  should 
also  be  checked  each  month  by  the 
Superintendent  to  insure  that  they 
are  being  filled  in  correctly.  This 
has  not  been  done  by  all  the 
Branches.  Will  all  Superintendents 
please  see  to  this  each  and  every 
month? 

Secretaries  should  check  with 
the  Branch  Clerk  each  month  for 
the  Branch  Membership.  It  is 
important  that  this  figure  be 
correct  each  month.  Directly 
under  the  Branch  membership  is 
the  blank  for  the  Cradle  Roll.  All 
Branches  should  keep  a  Cradle 
Roll.  This  consists  of  children 
under  3  years  of  age  not  enrolled 
in  Sunday  School.  This  number 
should  also  be  placed  at  the  bot- 
tom of  column  10  just  above  the 
words  "Total  Column  10".  Then 
this  number  is  added  in  with  the 


total  of  column  10.  This  total 
should  then  equal  or  exceed  the 
total  Branch  membership.  When 
children  on  the  Cradle  Roll  attend 
Sunday  School  they  should  be 
counted  as  visitors  in  the  class  they 
attend. 

Very  little  enlistment  work  is 
being  done  in  the  Branches.  These 
members  who  are  inactive  are  just 
as  important  in  the  eyes  of  the 
Lord  as  those  who  are  active. 
Many  are  going  to  need  a  lot  of 
help  and  encouragement  to  bring 
them  back  to  activity  in  the 
Church.  It  is  the  responsibility  of 
every  Branch  Superintendent  to 
have  this  enlistment  program 
functioning  in  every  class.  Only 
three  Branches  made  an  effort  to 
do  anything  with  this  program 
last  month.  They  are  to  be  com- 
mended for  their  efforts.  We  are 
told  to  "feed  my  sheep".  We  can't 
ao  this  if  they  are  not  in  class. 
And  the  only  way  to  get  them  in 
class  is  to  go  after  them. 

Would  the  Superintendent 
please  see  that  the  Monthly 
Reports  are  sent  in  to  the  Mission 
Office  immediately  after  the  last 
Sunday  of  the  month.

We  are  told  we  must  not  only 
be  hearers  of  the  Word  but  doers 
of  the  Word  also.  And  what  is 
the  "Word"?  It  is  that  which 
God  says — it  is  His  Word,  and  what 
does  He  say?  Listen!  "IF  YE 
LOVE  ME,  KEEP  MY  COM- 
MANDMENTS." Do  we  love  God? 
Are  we  eager  to  please  Him?  IF 
YE  LOVE  ME,  KEEP  MY  COM- 
MANDMENTS. Just  a  short, 
simple,  straightforward  command- 
ment, but  so  fraught  with  obsta- 
cles and  difficulties  for  His  professed 
children.  The  majority  of  them 
claim  that  some  of  His  command- 
ments are  too  hard  to  keep.  Let 
us  take  the  one  for  instance  in 
Romans  13:9  which  reads:  "Thou 
shalt  love  thy  neighbour  as  thy- 
self," and  in  Matt.  5:44.  where  His 
Word  goes  a  BIG  step  further 
and  says:  "Love  your  enemies,  bless 
them  that  curse  you,  do  good  to 
them  that  hate  you  and  pray  for 
them  which  despitefully  use  you. 
and  persecute  you."  Why?  Why 
does  God  make  it  so  much  harder 


"And  grieve  not  the  Holy  Spirit 
of  God  whereby  ye  are  sealed  unto 
the  day  of  redemption.  Let  all 
bitterness  and  wrath,  and  anger, 
and  clamour,  and  evil  speaking  be 
put  away  from  you,  with  all 
malice,  and  be  ye  kind  one  to 
another,  tenderhearted,  forgiving 
one  another  even  as  God,  for 
Christ's  sake  hath  forgiven  you." 

How  many  seats  in  God's  houses 
of  worship  have  become  per- 
manently vacant  because  of  some 
personal  offense — either  given  or 
taken — both  acts  equally  sinful  in 
the  sight  of  God?  And  how  many 
souls  are  there  who  have  strayed 
from  God's  House  and  who  have 
become  estranged  from  God 
because  they  did  not  find  nor 
receive  the  kindness,  the  under- 
standing or  sympathy  they  sought 
from  us?  We  will  be  held  ac- 
countable for  them  for  we  are  our 
brothers'  keeper! 

If  you  find  these  commandments 
of  God  hard  to  keep,  go  into  your 
room  and  there,  behind  a  closed 
door,  kneel  down  and  pour  out 
your  heart  to  your  Heavenly 
Father  and  ask  Him  to  help  you 
do  that  thing  which  He  requu-es  of

It  is  hoped  the  interest  roused 
will  continue  and  that  the  Branch 
Genealogical  Committee  Members 
will  introduce  the  Home  Meetings 
with  a  view  to  carry  this  work 
into  the  home  of  every  member  of 
their  respective  Branches. 

They  should  organize  Home 
Teachers  from  Workshop  Course 
groups,  hold  monthly  report  meet- 
ings, check  reports  and  encourage 
follow-up  visits. 

Be  sure  to  have  the  Secretary 
hand  reports  of  meetings  and 
number  of  families  visited  and 
number  present  to  the  Branch 
Clerk  for  credit  in  Genealogical 
work. 

Also  instruct  Home  members  on 
the  filling  in  of  Pedigree  and 
Family  Group  sheets.  Personal 
Records,  Family  History  and 
Ancestral  Portrait  Sheets. 

Stress  accuracy  in  compiling, 
checking  and  rechecking  for  errors 
in  dates  and  spelling  of  names, 
place  names  and  Provinces.  Also 
very  important  is  the  name  of  the 
Family  Representative   and  where 


information  was  obtained,  giving 
numbers,  books  or  any  other 
possible  reference. 

Many  of  our  members  are  dis- 
tantly related,  so  be  encouraged  to 
talk  of  your  ancestors  by  name  as 
you  may  establish  contact  and 
this  can  be  very  helpful. 

Here  is  an  interesting  request 
from  a  Sister  in  the  North  London 
Branch,  England  who  is  seeking 
information  on  the  MOORE  family 
especially  David  Moore.  He  was 
born  6  July  1877  at  Thorford. 
Dorsel,  England.  He  left  England 
sometime  in  1914  to  visit  his  sister 
Frances  Moore,  the  latter  owner  or 
proprietoress  of  the  Langham 
Hotel,  Durban.  It  is  also  believed 
there  were  2  other  brothers,  Henry 
and  Richard  who  are  still  residing 
with  their  families  in  Johannes- 
burg. 

Any  knowledge  or  contact  that 
can  be  established  will  be  greatly 
appreciated.  This  information  is 
required  purely  for  Genealogical 
purposes.

Brotherly  Kindness:  There  is  so 
much  unkindness  in  this  world  of 
ours.
